Thant reports as U.N. discusses parade 


UNITED NATIONS. -- U.N_ Secreiary-Ge- 
neral U Thant suid in a report to the 
Security Council yesterday that as far as 
he knew there had been no incidents during 
Israel's miktary parade in Jerusalem. The 
report was presented to the Council while 
efforts were still belng made by members 
to decide on what course to take about 
Israel's refusal to accept last week's reso- 
lution calling Yor the cancellation of the 
psrade. 

U Thant told the Council that because 
there were no U.N. observers “having auth- 
ority to observe and report on the parade.”

CAIRO. -- President Nasser was expected - 
to win an overwhelming vote of confi- 
dence yesterday when more than seven 
million Egyptians were expected to go to 
the polls in a plebiscite on Nasser’s Mid- 
die East and domestic policies, 


In an impassioned 75-minute May Day 
specch at provincial Kafr Eldawar, Nas- 
ser said that such a vote would be “vital’ 
to the battle against Isracl, 

He reiterated Egyptian determination 
pot to surrender to “Israel and the forces 
of world imperialism, who want to im- 
pose their will on ug by force and by 
Mulitary defeat.” 

Nasser told the gathering that it waa 
mere coincidence that the plebiscite 
should be held on the same day 25 Israel's 
20th anniversary parade in Jerusalem. The 
Egyptian electorate’'s response, he said, 
“will be louder than the buzzing of 300 
tanks and 300 planes in Arab Jerusalem.” 

Nasser devoted most of his speech to 
domestic problems, and the question of 
relations between the various classes of 
soriety. He said the Egyptian Government 
wag discussing financial and economic re- 
forms to ensure that the administration 
wag run on a scientific basis and to avoid 
lhe eventual laying-off of workers. 

A solid internal front was important to 
ensure victory on the firing-line. He ex- 
pressed his confidence that the voters 
would agree to the proposed political plan, 
but warned that the plan was “not a ma- 
gic wand to Solve all the problems.” 

AM Egyptians would have to work hard 
to liberate their territory from Israeli oc- 
cupation. “Remember the old saying — 
Egypt is the tomb of its invaders," said 
‘Nasser. (UPI, Renter)

— The U.N. Human Rights Conference here this week 
overrode strong Israeli objections and accepted by 46 votes to nil an Arab re- 
quest that “the treatment of peoples in occupied territories” be considered. 


Britain, France snd West Germany led 
a number of Western nations who voted 
for acceptance, despite Israel's appeal that 
the Teheran meeting was no¢ competent 
to deal with an Issue that was polemical 
and slanted. 

There were 22 abstensions, led by the 
US, Australia and New Zealand. 

Britain, France and West Germany later 
explained their votes as being in favour 
of @ general discussion on an “Important 
aspect of human rights,” but wishing to 
avold involvement in particular or con- 
tentious issues. . 

‘The resolution, submitted by Syria, Jor- 
dan διὰ Egypt, will be considered by the 
conference plenary session. 

Israc!'s chief delegate, Mr. Michael 
Comay, tried to block the resolution, and 
attacked some Arab countries for having 
“an anti-Israel obsession.”

 COLONIALIST SYNDROME 


Te the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 
Stir, τοῦ was proud of Israel's free press 


‘as I read the “Protest” notice which you 
_» Were 30 generous to publish. In 1964 I met 


one of tbe signatories to that “Protest” 


“during my- Christmas visit to the then Jor- 


danian side of Jerusalem. He informed me 
that if I would come via Beirut the ser- 
vices of the academic institution which he 
represented ‘would be open to me, but since 
I had come through Mandelbaum Gate he 


“regretfully” refused to -permit me to use — 


his research and other facilities. Hls excuse 
was ἃ fear of the Jordanian secret police. 
Perhaps he should have published a protest 
in a Jordanian newspaper! 

Another signature on this “Protest” be- 


longs to a young man who recently com- - 


mitted an act of gross disregard for the 


territorial integrity of both Israel and - 
Lebanon, He spent time in ἃ Lebanese jail. 


Now he is back here, free. Such callous 


‘indifference for the sovereignty of two 


nations which enjoy amicabie.- relations 
with his home country certainly casts 


ἱ doubt on the moral validity of his signa- 


ture! 

However, the real issues at stake are 
deeper than this, During the past eight 
years my wife and I have had ample 


‘opportunity. to see Hfe on both. sides of 


Jerusaiem, This “protest” representa an 
expression of what we have learnt to 
recognize as the “Grest White Father 
Syndrome." It had its roots in the Mandate 
.and flourished in the pseudo-mandate from 
48 to "BT. 

’ “The basic tenet of the GWF Syndrome 
ig thé tacit assumption that the Arabs 
behave like local natives are supposed to 
act, while Israeli Jews refuse to keep-their 
place in good Anglo-Saxon society. Conse- 
quently the innocent, belpless Arabs need 
the protectioa of the Great White Fathers. 
Most Arabs are intelligent enough to capi- 
talize on this attitude towards them and 
know how to feed the neurotic appetite of 
the GWF. They make him feel as if he 
really is a patron saint. That this patronage 
is an Insult to the Arabs’ humanity never 
occurs to the GWF. ᾿ 

᾿ ‘The second dogma is that Israel misrep- 
resents all that she does. Thus we find in 
the- “Protest” the insinuation that our 
anniversary parade contradicts our desire 


for real peace. Countless Arab lives have _ 


already been wasted just to prove that this 
GWF ‘assumption is correct. Wil the 
GWF's ever be called to account for it? 

But the real tragedy in the GWF com- 
plex ig illustrated by the allusion in this 
“Protest” to a remarkable insensitivity 
towards the feelings of the local residents.” 
Nothing could be more stupid on the part 
of the GW than this aspect of his pat- 
ronizing attitude towards the Arab resident. 
For the first time in this century Jews and 
Arabs have a chance to learn to live toge- 
ther.: The holy places are open to ALL 
faiths (where was the GW¥ protest against 
Hussein’s refusal to allow Jews access to 
the Western Wall7), Worship in these 
shrines is now Much gafer — the Israeli 
guards do not paw the women as did the 
legionnaires, People can have normal con- 
tacts without tension and threat. As 8 
matter of fact the Independence Day 
Parade was necessary not only for the 
Jews but also to show the Arab residents 
that Israel ia really strong, that her radio 
stations were telling the truth last June, 
that Amman, Damascus and’ Cairo were 
lying {how many Arabs died because of 
those lies?), and that Husseln‘’s whimper- 
ing to the U.N. will be of no jvaiJ. The 
stable situation we are enjoying on this 
side of the Jordan can only be maintained 
by one organization — the Israel Defence 
Forces. The Arab residents have to get 
used to ‘living on our side of the cease-fire 
Une. They have to learn that Amman and 
Cairo will gladly jet them spill their blood 
to prove a lie. They need to realize that 
apart from Zahal, no other modern army 
exists in the, Middje Bast. 

Finally, the Arab residents must be im- 
pressed with the fact that Jerusalem is not 
negotiable. The mistakes of 1956-57 will not 
be repeated, Even sanctions by the West 
will not change this determination. The 
GWF's seem to take great delight in help- 
ing the Arabs live in their fantasies — 
perhaps it makes the GWF seem superior 
by his cool, western logic. But when the 
Arab residents realize that they can deal 
directly with the Israelis, the GWFa will 
become obsolete. 

Certain Arab employees at one of the in- 
stitutions where many of these signers are 
living have already expressed (to former 
Israeli acquaintances) their: appreciation 
for their improved status vis ἃ vis their 
GWF employers since they are now under 
the Israeli labour laws. 

Perhaps in future years the civilian 
march will replace the Military Parade. 
General Bar-Lev has already hinted as 
much. I for one sincerely hope so. But this 
year the parade is proof thet Jerusalem is 
truly united. Any outsider who doesn't like 
it does not have to stay.

Histadrut, set on keeping autonomy, 
admits failure to ‘get across’ 


The Histadrut must retain its inde- 
yendenee of Government direction, 
wrote the Labour Federation's Secreta- 
ry-General, Mr. Aharon Becker, ¥.K,, in 
the Jatest issoe of “Ot, ihe Labour 
Party’s quarterly. In ἣν survey of the 
Histadrut’s role and position in Israeli 
society in the 20th year of national 
apdepentenes: he admitted the failare 
οἵ 


pressed opposition ‘te the transfer οἵ 
Hlisiadrat functions, particularly the 


Kupat Holim medical service, to the | 


State. 
R. Becker believes that a total iden- 
tity exists ‘between the working 


class and the aims of the State. He feely 
that the Government's economic policy 
and the Histadrut wage programme fol- 
inw similar lines, because the same po- 
litical foreea lead in both spheres. But 
he stresses that the Histadrut should be 
stronger than it is now so that no 
Government can ignore ity power. 

While overal! policies between Histad- 
rut and Government should be in com- 
mon, Mr, Becker feels the Histadrut 
should stil! stay entirely independent in 
operations and internal affairs. He sees 
the potential area of disagreement as 
covering the manner of implementation, 
rather than tne programme iteelf. it 
will do the Government no harm if there 
is disagreement about details, he feels. 
This conflict could etir public debate. and 
create a clear-cut decision one way or 
the other. 

Looking back, the Secretary-General 
recalis that in the early days it waa 
the extreme feft who said the Confede- 
ration’s activities were too ramified. Today 
it ls the Right that wants to dismantle 
the Histadrut. “But both sides failed to 
understand that the Histadrut became 
what it is today, through force of circum- 
stamces.” 

Perhapa the newest aspect of the His- 
tadrut's work is the renewai of itgacti- 
vities among Jewish communities in the 
Diaspora. For nearly 20 years, jt Jeft 
atiya virtually alone, and instead lald 
stress on iatesration of newcomers, ὯΝ 
a special duty uot covered by State 
bodtes. But today active Histadrut parti- 
cipation in allya2 has become vital, he 
feels, because mass immigration hasbeen 
auperseded by individual aliya, and hence 
a range οἵ ideological, economic and 
social premises require re-appraisal, ac- 
cordiagly. 

“Ag wide Jinks with World Jewry come 
tu be developed tn the bid to create some 
thing firmer than mere sentimental at- 
tachments, it +9 inconceivable that the 
Histadrut should not play a role inthe 
in-depth work that must be carried on 
ia the Diaspora over the next few years. 
The focal nature of the Histadrut in Je 
Fae! society and economic Jife males it 
essential that we play @ foca! role in 
Prepratory work for aliya from the 
West too.”

R. Becker criticises what he calls 

“weak elements” in the Histadrut 
who are tolerant towards people aiming 
to chip away at the organization's ¢truc- 
ture, Because of this, the public too 
easily gets the idea that if some Histad- 
rut agency ig abolished, nobody will no- 
tice the difference anyway. But these 
Histadrut critics, he warns, want to abol- 
ish essentials. A clear distinction should 
be drawn between the fundamental agen- 
eles of the Histadrut, which are essent- 
jal for its survival, and the changes 
requireé by the passing of time, whether 
they be in techniques, in needs, or in 
outlook. 

He concedes that a chunge in trade 
union communication Is overdue — over 
and beyond wage policies — particularly 
in respect of the growing number of 
young university graduates. ‘Trade unions 
must be integrated speedily within the 
network of changing conditions, in view 
o£ scientific and technological develop- 
ments. The role of the trade union must 
extend beyond its present sphere, and 
take in the advancement of members’ 
education and professional knowledge. 
After all, the more skilled and educated 
8 worker, the more he wili earn. This is 
what the new period demands of us. We 
are confronted with young educated men 
seeking something more than a regular 
salary, Who are on the look-out for pro- 
fessional development plus social purpose- 
fulness. Thig is the outlook of the new 
generation, and trade uniong must gear 
themselves to this new goal The trade 
unions will be faced with a dual chal- 
lenge = maintaining previous patterns of 


operation for workera on the lower grades 
of the wage-scale, as well as of provid- 


esidence

Mr, Becker is deeply concerned that 
“the masses of Histadrut members do not 
know the Histadrut properly, We are not 
lacking in organizational instruments at 
national and local levels, in trade unions 
eng iehour councils, In cultural and edu- 
cation institutions. All these have to find 
the right technique of communicating 
with individual members. The labour 
councils must learn to rire to thischal- 
lenge, for they are the authorized rep- 
resentatives of the overall organization. 
On this depends whether they succeed or 
“fail.” 

The Secretary-General ig also concern- 
ed with the nature of relationships be- 
tween the younger generation and the 
Histadrut. He held that the Six Day War 
revealed the “maguificent capacity of our 
young Men snd women to assume res- 
ponsidility in the struggle for survival... 
these forces were inherent in them... and 
were the fruits of prolonged education, 
to which the Histadrut believes it has 
contributed.” But he emphasized: “We 
must spread knowledge about the His- 
tadrut in a new style, we must speak to 
young people in contemporary modes. The 
Histadrut's tles with the rising gesera- 
tion can be strengthened, if we will know 
flow to combine suitable condition and 
promotion prospects for youngsters in 
this country, together with a suitabic 
information campaign.” 

From here Mr, Becker turns to the 
labour sector economy, noting that there 
ig no longer any debate on the justifica- 
tion of its existence, insofar ag it ap- 
plies to cooperatives and Histadrut sut- 
sidiarles, He reports thet at last year's 
annual conference of the 11,0., Israel 
was singled out as a marked example of 
advanced cooperative methods. Beyond the 
purely economic aspect of Histadrut en- 
terprises, he stressed that there exists 
the social “acid test." “The need has not 
diminished for an economic sector based 
on collective drive, which is not moti- 
vated by destructive. competitiveness. How- 
ever, that does not mean that initiative, 
pagsitive competition, collective responsl- 
bHity, mutual aid and point activities -do 
not remain fiving elements of our opera~- 
Hons.” 


Ideology 


In his view, it ig when sharp preasures 
assall Israel's economy and the profita- 
bility teat acquires top priority, that we 
witness the weakening in our attachment 
to the ideology underlying our economic 
operations, The main test facing the 
imbour sector in coming years will be 
whether it can Manage to grow, and at 
the same time preserve its social values. 
To his mind there is no contradiction 
between the two. ᾿ 

The Histadrut will never give up Kupat 
Holm, ‘he inelste, ee otiee at high-q

style within any 
echeme, He reiterates: “If we only con- 
sider that two million men, women and 
children now enjoy the services of our 
Kupat Holim, we can say that the His- 
tadrut has performed, and is continuing 
to carry out, a major human and social 
function that it will mever hand over.’ 
At the same time he ig ready to accept 
changes in services — ever the of- 
ficial Kupat Holim stand: ‘Tf it is pos- 
sible to serve members outside the clinics, 
then Kupat ΤΟΙ πὶ must adjust itself to 
needs of members for whom it was 
brought into belng, and for whose sake 
it exists,” 

Finally he comes to the “undefined 
area of members’ identification with the 
Histadrut, which lies at the very core 
of our existence.” He reproves the edu~ 
cational and information agencies of the 
Histadrut for not having kept up 
the growth in numbers. The “weaker 
sense of identity’ derives in pert, Mr. 
Becker holds, from the change in “the 
demographic composition” of menther- 
ship, since the days when the organiza- 
tion absorbed European youth movement 
graduates. “We have members tacking ail 
movement education, including sabra youth 
whe take all our achievements for grant- 
ed, At the same time living standards 
have risen, and those same groups that 
achieyed social and etonomic advance- 
tment by virtue of the Histadrut’s power

Minister allows himself to deliver state-

yet decided on, It is indeed very grave, 
especially when it comes from the For- 
eign Minister who is regarded by the world 
as the official spokesman of the Gov- 
ernment of Israel ‘And I may ask why 
Myr. Bhan should. outline policies on the 


basis of decisions the Cabinet never 
adopted. 

Q. For example? 

A. When, for instance, the Foreign 


Minister announces that the. bordera of 
Israel will never be those of June 4, 
1967, but that they will not be those 
of the present cease-fire ines elther. 
A declaration of this kind given before 
negotiations are in sight conveys a readi- 
ness on the Government’y part to with- 
draw, someti the Government has ne- 
ver decided. The Forelgn Minister, who 
represents us all in the eyes of world 
opinfon, must not proclaim that “there 
ja no mystique of peace in Israel.” It 
is algo inadmissible for Mr, Wban to indi- 
cate territories that to his mind need 
not be incorporated Into the State of 
Israel, a8 in the interview he gave to the 
Paris weekly “l'Express.” He does not 
specify which areas, but he does define 
those territories where Israel's presence is 
essential. Was the Foreign Minister em- 
powered by the Government to distim- 
guish between “populated areas” that are 
not or will not become part of Israel and 
other areas? ἢ 

ΤῈ one of these days the Arabs should 
agree to come to the conference table then 
the negotiations will not begin from the 
cease-fire lines but from the limits set 
by Mr, Ean.

PATTONS LEAD OFF 

The armoured corps column was led by 
three Patton tanks, scout units of the 
Golani and Paratroop brigades and mecha- 
nized infantry units in half tracks. A 
column of light and mobile armoured cars 
(French made) was followed by ANCX light 
tanks, more of the veteran Shermans and 
finally 24 heavy Patton and again 5. 
Centurion tanks, the mainstay of the 
Armoured Corps, 

The artillery column included self-pro- 
Pelled guns of ail calibres, including 135 
milimetre self-propelled cannon and the 160 
milimetre mortar. It was wound up by 
units of the slender but deadly 40 milli- 
metre anti-aircraft gun, the radar-con- 
trolied L-70 — and its counterpart, the 
solid-fuel Hawk missile. 

Next in line wag the centrepiece of 
this year's parade, the booty column, 
Vehicles and weapons taken from the 
Egyptians were painted a light yellow, 
Syrian equipment was painted dark green 
and Jordanian equipment a combination of 
both colours in a camouflage pattern. 
Four troop carriers of the al Walid type 
(Egyptian-made) were followed by Russian 
BIR type troop transporters from both 
the Syrian and Egyptian armies. 

The most impressive part of this column 
included eight Soviet ‘T ὅδ tanks, sleck 
streamlined monsters which clawed up the 
asphalt and three of the heavy Stalin 3 
tanks, The artillery booty included short 
ranged rockets, the Ka‘ , and the 
famous brand new (long range) 130 milli- 
meter guns taken from the Syrians, Bri- 
tish “Long Toms” taken from the Jordan- 
jans (δ millimeters used to shell Tel 
Aviv) followed and finally two of the SAM 
11 anti-aircraft missiles. These two-staged 
missiles have a range of 20 kilometres. 

The most colourful part of the parsde 
came with the final phase, the infantry 
units. Massive formations of flag bearers, 
stepping out and saluting in smart unison 
— the army band led by a drum majorette, 
almost leaning backwards as she whipped 
up ἃ quivering tense salute with her white 
gloved hand, units of Chen, the women's 
corps, Golani, the Paratropers, engineering 
units and representatives of sil the other 
formations including Air Force and intan- 
try officers cadets. The Gadna youth 
movement were smart in their white shirts 
and blue kovaé tembdel while special rounds 
of applause were won by the smart pacing 
minority and border police units.

TRANSPORT 
IN TURMOIL

Thousands waited hours after the pa- 
rade yesterduy in the hot afternoon sun 
for transport out of Jerusalem or to their 
homes in outlying quarters of the city. 
Police and Egged blamed each other for 
the total breakdown in traffic arrange- 
ments. 

Egged said police allowed a traffic jam 
to develop by releasing private cars from 
parking tots before the buses Icft. Thus, 
500 buses in a parking lot could not reach 
the main station and another 150 buses 
due back from dropping tourists st the 
hotels also could not get through. They 
also noted that the rozd was one-way, 
delaying buses coming up from Tel Aviv. 

Police satd Egged had ποῖ provided 
enough buses and that the one-way ar- 
rangement has been known well in ad- 
vance. They also pointed out that the 
streets in “the city itself were clear soon 
after the parade but mo urban buses ap- 
peared, 

Both sides admit they did not expect 
traffic of there dimensions. Police had ex- 
peeted “2 maximum™ of 15,000 cars to 
enter the city and double that number ar- 
rived, 

Thousands of angry persons waiting near 
the “Davidka” for transport to the malin 
station formed a chain three or four deep 
aeross tne street shortly after 7 p.m. and 
police were summoned to clear a way for 
cars, 

By 10 p.m. Egged had sctticd down to 
more or less normal holiday traffic. A 
spokesman said 850 buses carrying 50,000 
Passengers had left the station during the 
day — equal to 2 whole week of normal 
traffic. 

About 20,000 persons left the city by rail- 
way. which ran trains regularly every 45 
minutes [rom noon to 8.30 p.m.
